REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Groton : 

I  submit  a  brief  report  of  my  work  as  superintendent 
of  schools,  covering  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  the 
present  school  year,  July  1,  1933,  to  February  10,  1934. 

A  total  of  38  pupils;  16  boys,  21  girls,  have  been 
enrolled  in  the  two  schools  since  September  1,  1933.  At 
North  Groton  were  registered  23  ;  10  boys,  13  girls.     Of 


these  6  moved  from  town  and  3  to  South  Groton  leaving 
a  membership  of  14;  4  boys  and  10  girls,  on  February  1, 
1934.  At  South  Groton  there  is  a  membership  of  17 ;  8 
boys  and  9  girls. 

All  grades  are  represented  except  the  eighth.  There 
will  apparently  be  no  graduating  class  this  year.  I  have 
found  much  pleasure  in  establishing  acquaintance  with 
these  boys  and  girls.  I  have  found  them  interested,  and 
on  the  whole  industrious.  They  seem  entirely  worthy  of 
the  educational  advantages  that  the  school  board  is 
offering  to  them. 

The  South  Groton  school  is  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
Spafford  as  teacher  for  the  second  year.  He  is  doing 
conscientious  work,  is  alert  to  the  individual  needs  of 
his  pupils,  and  is  guiding  them  to  satisfactory  achieve- 
ment. 

Mr.  Spafford  did  a  real  service  in  substituting  the 
last  four  days  of  the  first  week  at  North  Groton  after 
Mr.  Bonnette  resigned,  at  the  end  of  the  first  day  of 
school.  Mrs.  Spafford,  in  the  meantime,  took  over  the 
South  Groton  school  in  Mr.  Spafford's  absence.  Miss 
Anna  Collin  of  Laconia  became  teacher  at  North  Groton 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  week  of  school.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  the  three  year  curriculum  of  Plymouth 
Normal  School  where  she  made  a  commendable  record 
in  scholarship  and  student  teaching.  She  has  gained  the 
respect  and  liking  of  her  pupils.  A  wholesome  atmos- 
phere prevails  in  the  school.  The  school  work  is  going- 
forward  under  her  guidance. 

The  services  of  Mrs.  Anna  Lovett,  the  school  nurse, 
are  especially  commended.  The  milk  distributed  through 
state  and  federal  agencies  has  been  of  great  value  to  just 
those  children  who  need  it  most. 

Supervisory  visits  of  considerable  length  have  been 
made  to  both  schools,  so  distributed  as  to  cover  all  parts 


of  the  day.  During  every  visit  the  teacher  has  been 
reached  through  personal  conversation  and  a  report 
written  in  duplicate  stating  the  superintendent's  con- 
clusions about  the  work  observed.  Tests  have  been 
given ;  teachers  reports  of  school  achievement  have  been 
studied;  and  attendance  has  been  noted  and  safe  guarded. 
Occasional  supervisory  letters  have  been  written  to  the 
teachers.  The  purpose  of  these  supervisory  activities 
is  to  reach  and  help  the  individual  pupil.  In  this  aim  the 
teachers  are  loyal  and  cooperative.  The  parents  and 
patrons  of  the  school  are  invited  to  consult  with  the 
superintendent  in  regard  to  the  interests  of  their  children. 
I  am  especially  indebted  to  my  predecessor.  Super- 
intendent Gatto,  for  his  kindly  and  informative  advice 
last  summer.  I  thank  pupils,  teachers,  and  members  of 
the  school  board  for  their  kindness  and  cooperation.
